The a r e a arider the supervision of 
Mr. McClamery covers 43 counties 
in North Central Texas and ha> an 
estimated population of 900,000 per­ 
sons. At present time the Crippled 
Children’s Division is giving hospital 
a n d medical care to 650 children in 
homes in this a r e a , 
that 
are 
not 
themselves able to provide this much 
n e e d e d service. 
Funds to pay 
for 
such hospital care 
and 
physicians’ 
services are supplied by the State 
Departm ent of 
Education, 
under, 
State Sui>t. L. A. Woods, by both 
Federal and State appropriations. 
During the year Mr. McGlamery 
has made 1,358 visits to the homes 
of crippled children in 
las 
held, 
work and 20 children were brought 
by their parents or friends to 
the 
Eastland office for 
advice. 
\ isits 
havt been made to 56 children while 
they are patients in the various hos­ 
pitals. In seeking information about 
crippled children and in 
acquaint­ 
ing people with the work of 
the 
Crippled Children s Division, 
visits 
have been made to 442 persons in 
official life, city, county, and state, 
In gathering ca t- histories of child­ 
ren, calls were made on 189 physic­ 
ians in the area. 
One Crippled 
Children’s 
Clinic 
was held at Stephenville at which 52 
children were examined by the med­ 
ical staff of the Crippled Crildren’s 
Division and recommendations made 
to the parents for proper care 
of 
the children. During the year I I a d ­ 
dresses were made to 
schools 
and 
various civic organizations interest­ 
ed in the work being done for crip­ 
pled children. 
750 
persons 
were 
present at these meetings. 
185 
applications 
for hospitaliza­ 
tion were 
received 
for 
crippled 
children from the area during 1940 
and 165 new cases were given hos­ 
pital and physicians’ care during the 
year. During the year each of the, 
650 children in the area, who 
are 
being hospitalized, have been to the 


doctor s office for examination or tO| 
the hospital 
for 
additional 
t r e a t­ 
ment. one or more times during the 
year. There is one young man in one 
of the hospitals 
who 
celebrated 
a 
(birthday on Ja n u a ry 8, 1941. He is 
a victim of infantile paralysis and 
entered the hospital on Ja n u a ry 8, 
1940. 
He is making slow but sure 
progress toward a splendid recovery. 
At present time there are 55 cases 
on the waiting list in the area and 
some 700 or 800 throughout 
the 
State as a whole. 
Of the 165 cases hospitalized dur­ 
ing the year 1940. the following in­ 
f o r m a t i o n concerning causes of dis­ 
ability will be of interest: 
There are 45 cases resulting from 
bone diseases or bone infections of 
various types, with osteomyelitis 
a.^ 
the prevailing cause. There are 31 
cases of partial or complete paraly­ 
sis. with 25 of these being from in­ 
fantile paralysis and 6 from birth 
injuries. Burns caused l l 
children 
to become crippled from fractures 
sustained in accidental causes. Con­ 
genital deformities, 5 children had 
spinal curvature from causes other 
than infantile paralysis and 3 were 
crippled from other causes. 
The 
work of the Crippled Child­ 
re n 's Division is carried on in hos-j 
pita!- and by bone and plastic sur­ 
ge o n s. selected by the State Board 
of Health for the use of the Divis­ 
ion. To be ^legible for 
treatment* 
the child must be under 21 years of 
age* mentally 
normal and residing 
in a home that is unable to provid* 
the needed care. 
June s County has 20 children now- 
under the care 
of 
the 
Crippled 
Children’s Division and there is one 
child on the waiting list.

SPEAKS AT ASSEMBLY 


Mr, W arren Hewitt spoke to the 
High school students J a n u a ry 14, on 
his travels in 
Europe 
and 
“The 
5 outh Movement in G erm any.” 
Following hi- graduation from the 
University of California, he made a 
tour of En rope with 
a 
group 
of 
friends. This tour was made at 
a 
very opportune time, because it was 
just before the 
outbreak 
of 
the 
present war. 
Mr. Hewitt compared the youth in 
Germany with a mechanical device, 
H itler’s machine begins with child­ 
ren who are only ten years old. They 
attend school from eight until six 
o’clock, Al! girls 
are 
dressed 
in 
white blouses and black shirts. The 
boys wear brown suits with a 
Sam 
Broun belt. Each boy carries a knife 
in a scabbard. In the classroom they 
are told what to think about certain 
people and subjects. 
They 
repeat 


and memorize in unison. At the a g e 
of eighteen those boys and girls a re 
sent to labor camps for six months. 
The boy from the city 
learns 
the 
ways of a country boy 
and 
vice- 
versa. After this a boy must serve 
a year in thi* army, before he can 
J 
become a citizen of Germany. Those 
that do not obey every command are 
sent to Concentration Camps, called 
a “ Bird S anctuary.” 
The women do not become citi-| 
zens until they marry. 
F o r every 
child that she has, she gets a medal. 
Mr. Hewitt says that *h« Germans 
think they are a superior race 
of 
people. They believe what they are 
forced to learn. The youth of Ger­ 
many is for Nazism, but the older 
people are treated 
in 
a d iffe re nt 
way to the youth. In another fifty 
years Germany will have only those 
who believe in it. 
, 
The students enjoyed Mr. H e w itt’s 
lecture and have i xpresscd a desire 
to hear more about his travels 
in 
Europe.
